The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 17-21 are 
allowable. There is no prior art that teach or suggest measuring amplification by measuring 
increase in scattered light intensity exclusively by DNA or RNA. The prior art clearly teaches 
DNAconcentrations using OD (see e.g. Sena et al US 5,670,316) which differs from scattered 
light intensity. Higuchi et al (6 17 1785) teach measuring scattered light but with use of 
fluorescent labels. They do not teach or suggest exclusively from DNA or RNA.
